even one of the murders of 
innocents caused by the ma- 
chinery which Otto Adolf 
Eichmann helped to operate: 
can obliterate from the skies 
of our century the smoke of

the “Eichmann era” ~— from 
the smoke erupting fantas- 
tically from the ichstag 
building, to that pouring 
from the crematorium gsmoke- 
stacks. 

What, then, was the pur- 


se of Eichmann’s abduction, 
ial, and sentencing? It is 
not a small thing that Jewish 
justice should have been es- 
tablished. But, if there is no 
expiation, no redress, why re- 
open old wounds; why con- 
jure up which are 
tter left in their limbo? 
There is no. redress or ex- 
piation. There is only atone- 
ment — not for the crimina! 
or sinner but for the man 
who ie yet to ein. And the 
man who is about to sin is 
a man who fears: he fears 
the world: he fears his 
neighbour; he fears for to- 
morrow’s empty belly; he 
fears himself. He believes 
himself te be alone the 
world and therefore sole 
master of hie fate and his 
empty world. Such were the 
fear-ridden, megalomaniace! 
creatures of the Nazi ma- 
chine, from Hitler at the 
switch to the “smallest cog.” 
Such are all the tyrants of 
history who feel secure only 
when they have a jackboo* 
on the back of their pros- 
trate neighbour and hold a 
spiked mace in their hand.

It was no doubt to this and other in- 
vocations of Islam that Abdul Nasser 


was referring when he said in the 
course of his address before the’ Na- 
tional Congress of Popular Forces on 


November 24, addressing those who 
claim that Islam is opposed to Social- 
ism: “What is Islam’? Concubines, pa- 
laces and harems? Is it the looting of 
money and the snatching of funds from 
the people, leaving them naked and 


hungry?” 
+ 
gS ped Abdul Nasser answered em- 
phaticaily. “Islam ig justice. The 


Arab people will not be taken in.” But 
who can decide what Islam's attitude 
to Socialism should be? Who is au- 
thorized to say whether or not Isiam 
is opposed to Socialism? Apparently no 
one. As long as Abdul Nasser rules 
Egypt the Moslem ‘ulema (theologians) 
will agree with him that there ig no 
opposition between Islam and _  Social- 
ism, that, in fact, the two are identical 

and they will be able to cite enough 
evidence from the Koran and the Ha- 
dith ‘the Prophet's traditions) to sup- 
port thig view. 

On the other hand, King Saud, Imam 
Ahmed of the Yemen and King Hussein 
of Jordan will find no difficulty in enrol- 
ling the support of their own ‘ulema in 
maintaining that Socialism ig a doc- 
trine that is totally foreign to Islam —~ 
that it is im fact blasphemous. These 
‘ulema too. will be able with ease to 
support their view with fairly copjous 
quotations from Moslem religious writ- 
ing and traditions. As those two per- 
ceptive observers of the Egyptian scene, 
the Lacoutures, pointed out five years 
tlema’s servility seems to have 
no limits.
